SAINTS IN THE CUP FINAL! 


Newcastle were beaten in front of more than 
15,000 fans at the International Sports Centre 
to give the Saints its first glimpse of a Cup Final 
in three years of Philips Cup existence. 

And that was some semi-final. With Saints 
hovering just above last place’ on the league 
ladder and fighting to escape the dreaded drop 
and Newcastle United in fine form at home, 
most soccer writers were giving Saints very 
little chance of success. 

Yet most of those who predicted a win by the 
home team had forgotten the win by St. George 
in the quarter final of this competition. Saints 
had to travel to Brisbane to defeat the cup 
holder, Brisbane City, to enter the semi-final, a 
feat not yet achieved by any Philips League 
Club. 

It was a new look St. George at the 
International Sports Centre. With Raul Blanco at 
the helm, the new look Saints have there 
determination and the will to win and seem to 
fear none. 

Rudolfo Della Picca was in tremendous form. 
Ken Boden should tell you how it felt to be 
followed by the determined Argentinian for the 
full 120 minutes of this game of endurance. 
Only once during the game, Ken Boden 
managed to slip by Della Picca, then managed 
to escape the tackles by another three 
defenders before he was forced to travel wide, 
following a determined effort by Mike Fraser, 
and subsequently shot against the post from an 
acute angle. 

But that was the only time during the entire 2 
hours of football that Boden managed to 
escape the determined Della Picca. 

Saints did not shine. With Rudi Gnavi, the 
midfield wizard out of this match and Brendan 
Grosse also missing, the reshuffled Saints 
looked off-balance for this vital encounter. Still, 
Katholos and Mihajlovic made up for the loss of 
the two stars and played themselves into the 
turf at the International Sports Centre to pave 
the way for some of the midfield dominance by 
the tri-colours. John O’Shea managed to put 
Senkalski out of the game with some 


determined tackling and prove yet again that he 
is the king of the midfielders, vying for the 
National team spot for Spain in 1982. 

With Dougie sweeping at the back with 
aristocratic poise it was left to Robbie O’Shea 
and captain, George Harris to tie up the loose 
ends at the back and Saints looked as safe as a 
fortress. 

With extra time approaching Saints should 
have grabbed a well deserved winner. Dougie 
Utjesenovic took a free kick by floating it into 
the area. Summerscales managed to push it 
away but only to the feet of John O’Shea who 
unleashed a first time volley that Phill Dando 
failed to see but luckily. for Newcastle the ball 
just whizzed past the upright. 

In the end Saints were content to play out the 
time and go for the penalty kicks. 

Newcastle started well with Drinkwater 
converting to give the home side a 1:0 lead. 
Johny O’Shea missed and it looked bleak times 
for Saints. With Newcastle 2 up, O’Connor 
made it 2:1, then came Mike Fraser with some 
briliant saves and some good shooting by Roy 
Cotton and things were all even at 2:2 and the 
last kick yet to be taken by Dougie Utjesenevic. 

Cool as a cucumber, the man who got the 
winning goal in Brisbane against Brisbane City 
proved the Saints hero again. Dando flew to his 
right as Dougie cooly slotted the ball just inside 
the left upright to seal the final spot for the 
Saints on the 30th of September. 


It was fitting that Dougie be given the award 
as man of the match for he has proven yet 
again to be unruffled in pressure situations 
during the big games.

A very difficult 
decision indeed. Baxter, Kalafatidis and 
Davidson have already worn the green and 
gold jersey while Frank Munro was at one 
stage an automatic choice as the centre 
back for Scotland. Mick Pye, the South 
Melbourne stalwart and the new signing 
Tony Turner’ from English Club 
Hednesford, are already members of the 
back four and should look to a safe spot 
against Saints at Barton Park (7). 


Sammy Wright, the skillful Irishman, is an 
old mate of Frank Munro and played along 
the side of the big centre half while at 
Wolverhampton. At 23 Sammy is one of 


the most talented players to come to 
Australia. 


Berlie Lutton, another Irishman in this 
midfield combination of South Melbourne. 
He needs no introduction as Sydney fans 
would surely remember Lutton while with 
Sydney City (formerly Hakoah). 


George Christopoulos is another fine 
player vying for a spot in the team and 
could switch positions with Alan Davidson 
for todays game. At 17, George -has 
represented Australia at youth level and 
should look to a bright footballing future. 


Duncan Cummings, only 21 has already 
earned praise as one of the stars of football 
in Victoria. Alan Evans, the former 
Liverpool star, needs no introduction and 
the forward trio is completed with the now 
famous “white Pele’ Scotland's own 
George Campbell. 


It is still very difficult to believe that this 
side is sitting at the foot of the table with 
slender prospects of recovery in the last 
few rounds of this years championship. 


The latest addition to this fine team came 
from Footscray. Mendo Ristovski, one of 
the finest flankers in this country, who has 
already represented Australia at 
International level, came to South 
Melbourne for more then 13,000 dollars 
and that is some money indeed! 


The value of this player is clearly 
indicated by the reluctance of Footscray to 
release one of its own products and by the 
determination of South Melbourne to get 
him, even at this high price.
